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ABUNDANT  FOODS 

Generous  supplies  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes  still  crowd  local  markets, 
according  to  county  manager  of  the  Emergency  Food  Con- 
servation Program,  who  asks  counts*  housewives  to  continue  buying  and  ; 
serving  them  often. 

Response  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  plea  for  increased  use 
of  these  foods  while  they  are  seasonally  plentiful  has  been  unusually  good 
but  nar  is  no  time  to  let  up  in  efforts  to  keep  them  moving  from  crowded 
vegetable  bins  to  tables,  he  said.    Reasonably  priced  and  healthful,  both 
provide  additional  variety  for  family  meals. 

Every  food  outlet  in  the  county  is  urged  to  continue  the  campaign  of 
making  maximum  use  of  these  fresh  vegetables  while  they  are  plentiful. 

PROTEIN  IISAL  SET-ASIDE  CONTINUES  AT  10  PERCENT 
Processors  are  required  to  set  aside  10  percent  of  their  production 
of  soybean,  cottonseed,  linseed,  and  peanut  meal  until  further  notice,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  has  announced.     This  continues  the  set-aside  rate 
which  has  been  in  effect  since  March  31.    Processors  are  instructed  to 
ship  the  set— aside  meal  for  use  in  designated  States  which  are  short  of 
their  equitable  share  of  supplies  and  it  is  sold  by  processors  through 
regular  trade  channels.    Shipments  directed  through  June  30  total  164,000 
tons,  distributed  among  41  States. 


GOOD  RANGE  MANAGEMENT 

An  outstanding  example  of  good  range  management  and  conscientious  cooperation 
with  the  Agricultural  Cons ervat ion  Program  is  found  on  the  James  C.  Ellis  ranch 
in  San  Miguel  county. 

The  unit,  which  is.  under  the  management  of  a  progressive  farmer,  Charles  B. 
Gcrardi,  consists  of  12,914  acres  of  which  approximately  275  acres  are  crop  land. 
Moss  York  Wagner,  ACA  secretary  said  that  the  unit  was  first  entered  into  the 
Agricultural  Conservation.  Program  in  1941.    At  that  time  the  entire  range  was  in 
a  very  run-down  condition,  there  were  no  boundary  fences  and  stray  horses  and 
cattle  from  surrounding  ranches  roamed  this  ranch  at  wall*    There  were  no  water- 
ing facilities  except  a  few  undeveloped  springs  and  intermittent  streams*  Since 
1941,  Mrs.  "Yagner.  says  that  337  miles  of  fence  have  been  built,  four  stock  water 
tanks  constructed,  three  springs  developed,  five  wells  dug,  and  266  acres  of 
crested  wheat  have  been  seeded. 

This  year,  the  manager,  Mr.  Gerardi,  states  that  with  the  help  of  AAA  he- 
will  continue  improvement  by  drilling  three  more  badly  needed  wells,  develop 
another  spring,  and  build  s  ome  erosion  control  dams. 

This  operator  is  taking  advantage  of  all  that  is  offered  him  to  make  his 
unit  more  productive  and  at  the  same  time,  increasing  the  value  of  his  investr- 
mcnt,  through  the  use  of  good  conservation  practices. 

BEEF  FEEDER  SUBSIDY  SLA 'TED  TO  END  JUNE  50 

The  offer  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  to  make  beef  cattle  production 
payments  expires  June  30,  1946  according  to  C.  V.  Hemphill,  State  PMA  Director. 
The  beef  cattle  feeder  subsidy  of  50  cents  per  hundred  pounds  was-  originally 
put  into  effect  at  a  time  When  feed  supplies  were  plentiful  to  encourage  cattle 
feeding  operators.  Termination  of  the  subsidy  is  in  line  with  the  1946  grain  • 
management  program  to  adjust  livestock  numbers  with  feed  supplies  and  free  more 
grains  for  direct  human  consumption,  particularly  in  relief  areas  abroad. 

Cattle  owned  by  feeder-slaughterers,  which  meet  all  other  specifications 
for  subsidy  payment,  must  be  slaughtered  before  midnight  June  30  to  be  eligible 
for  subsidy  payments.    Feeders  must  deliver  the  animals  for  slaughter  before  the 
same  time.    All  applications  for  payment  must  be  filed  with  county  agricultural 
conservation  offices  not  later  than  August  31,  1946.     If  all  information  re- 
quired for  payment  is  not  obtained  by  that  date,  applications  must  still  be 
filed  by  August  51  and  mere  time  will  be  allowed  to  secure  the  additional 
information. 
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PROGRAM  ANNOUNCED  FOR  1946  '.TREAT  CROP 
Leans  on  the  1946  wheat  crop  will  average-  about  $1*48  a  bushel  on  a 
farm  loan  basis,  about  eight  cents  a  bushel  above  the  average  of  1345 
crop  loans.    Farm  and  warehouse-stored  wheat  is  eligible  ■under  the  loan 
program  which  will  be  administered  by  county  AAA  committees*    Wheat  loans 
at  90  percent  of  parity  at  the  beginning  of  the  marketing  year  are  a 
legislative  mandate  under,  the  Stabilisation  Act  of  1942. 

L0Ai:S  AVAILABLE  fig  1943  ON  PAIS,  BARLEY ,  SCRGHUTJS 
Government  loans  on  1946-crop  oats,  barley,  and  grain  sorghums  are 
available  to  farmers  under  loan  program  similar  to  those  in  effect  on  1945 
crops.    The  loan  program  enables  farmers  to  put  grain  crops  in  storage  to 
benefit  from  possible  better  marketing  situations  than  prevail  at  harvest 
time,  and  provide  the  Nation  with  a  reserve  against  future  needs  such  as 
a  continuation  of  export  to  famine-stricken  countries  abroad. 

'TTSAT  CRC?  INSTBANCE 

Frotection  against  unavoidable  risks  is  an  asset  to  any  business 
and  farming  is  one  business  that  needs  protection. 

The  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation  was  established  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  give  farmers  more  security. ...  .and  to 
protect  them  against  losses  from  unavoidable  hazards.    All-risk  crop 
insurance  is  currently  being  offered  to  winter  wheat  growers.    It  may  be 
purchased  through  the  county  agricultural  conservation  offices  or  an 
authorized  agent  of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation. 

No  matter  how  much  winter  wheat  the  farmer  plants  or  how  good  the 
price  is,  crop  insurance  is  the  only  sure  guarantee  on  his  crop  invest- 
ment.   It  is  good  business  to  protect  these  investments  against  natural 

hazards  such  as  drought,  hail  and  insects  that  can  destroy  the  crop  in  a 
*  short  time. 
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LUMBER 

A  recent  amendment  in  directions  which  control  the  distribution  of 
lumber,  hardwood  flooring,  and  millwork  Trill  provide  for  the  release  of 
all  lumber  received  before  the  first  of  June  for  sale  on  unrated  orders, 
except  that  which  is  obligated  for  rated  orders. 

The  lumber  distributor  is  no  longer  required  to  hold  lumber  for  60 
days  before  releasing  it  on  unrated  orders  but  must  new  release  the  re- 
serve at  the  end  of  the  calendar  month  in  which  it  is  received. 

By  making  more  lumber  available  for  unrated  orders,  it  is  expected 
to  make  it  somewhat  easier  for  farmers  to  secure  lumber  without  priority 
assistance. 

If  farmers  are  still  experiencing  difficulty  in  securing  lumber  for 
essential  maintenance  and  repairs  after  a  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  for 
the  changes  to  become  effective,  the  State  tllk  office  should  be  notified.
